Truman critical, but rallies slightly 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Despite a weakened heart and 
labored breathing, former President 
Harry S. Truman, 38, rallied slightly 
today. Doctors said his health was 
critical but his daughter said, “ I 
have great faith that he’s going to 
come out of this all right.” 
Physicians attending the nation’s 
33rd chief executive said their main 
worry was whether his heart was 
strong enough to withstand the 


strain of the battle against age and 
disease. 
“ Former 
President 
Truman’s 
condition 
remains 
critical. 
His 
general response is better today 
than yesterday,” said a medical 
statement at Research Hospital at 1 
p.m. EST. 
Truman’s condition deteriorated 
during the night from “ serious” to 
“ critical’’ 
because of bronchial 
infection and a weakening heart. 


“ His doctors have indicated that 
the infection is in the bronchial 
tree.'’ 
the 
mid-day 
medical 
statement 
said. 
“ They 
have 
described last night’s episode as 
acute pulmonary edema, which is a 
manifestation of heart failure. But 
at the present time, there is no 
evidence of myocardial infraction.” 


John 
Dreves, 
a 
hospital 
spokesman, 
said 
myocardial 


infraction “ is a term most people 
use 
to 
describe 
a 
heart 
attack—that’s the laymen’s term. 
He did not suffer a heart attack.”

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) 
— Apollo 17’s astronauts rocketed 
through space today on the final and 
most difficult chapter of America’s 
planned exploration of the moon, 
sailing 
smoothly 
despite 
an 
electronic failure that delayed their 
departure by almost three hours and 
forced them to step up their speed 
slightly. 
Noonday 
brightness 
briefly 
flooded Cape Kennedy at 12:33 a.m. 
EST as their Saturn 5 rocket, tall as 
a 36-story building, roared off its 
launch pad and traced an orange 
comet trail into the sky toward a 
Sunday rendezvous with the moon 
The moon landing is set for Monday. 
On the ground more than half a 
million people watched the blastoff, 
some of them hundreds of miles 
from the Cape. 
A last-second electronic circuit 
failure delayed the launch 2 hours 
and 40 minutes —and threatened to 
postpone it for an entire month But 
technicians at the Cape and in 
Alabama worked out a way to 
bypass the faulty gear and get the 
flight started safely. 
Despite its late start, Apollo 17 
was going so smoothly that a course 
correction maneuver scheduled for 
this morning was canceled 
The 
astronauts had fired an extra strong 
—and very accurate —blast of the 
top stage of their rocket to break out 
of Earth orbit toward the moon, 
going a little faster than originally 
planned to make up lost time. 
Astronauts Eugene A. Cernan, 
Ronald E. Evans and Harrison H. 
“ Jack’’ 
Schmitt 
locked 
the 
command ship and moon landing 
craft nose-to-nose and cast off the 
spent top stage of the Saturn rocket 
five hours after launch. 
Mission controllers at Houston 
reported the discarded rocket stage 
was on a true course to slam into the 
moon’s face Sunday —while Apollo 
17 is behind the moon —about 124 
miles east of where Apollo 14 landed 
in 1971. The shock waves, equal to 
the explosion of 11 tons of TNT, will 
be recorded by instruments left 
behind by previous moon crews. 
On Monday, Cernan and Schmitt 
are due to land on the lunar surface 
at mid-afternoon EST, and about 
four hours later to begin three days 
of exploration in mountain- rimmed 
valley which planners hope will be 
more scientifically productive than 
any moon visit to date 
With their ship soaring smoothly 
on course this morning, Cernan, 
Evans and Schmitt ate a space meal 
of beef and gravy, chicken stew, 
ambrosia, 
gingerbread 
and 
brownies, and then prepared for 
their first sleep period in space. 
Looking back toward home from a 
distance of more than 25,000 miles, 
Schmitt told mission control: “ If 
there ever was a fragile appearing 
piece of blue in space, it’s the Earth 
right now ’’ 


The biggest problem seemed a 
mysterious —and 
apparently 
harmless—repeated squealing of the 
spacecraft’s master alarm tone. 
That, mission control indicated, was 
for the present merely a nagging 
irritant. 
At 5:15 a m EST Apollo 17 was 
14,950 miles from earth traveling at 
a speed of 10,873 miles per hour. 
Space agency officials said the 
delayed launch should cause no 
problems for the flight.

movements in consumer prices, went up at 
an even higher annual rate, 5.7 per cent, 
during the past six months, the bureau 
said. 
Wholesale prices, after declining 0.2 per 
cent in October, shot up by 0.6 per cent in 
November mainly because of a 1.6 per cent 
rise in prices for farm products and 
processed foods and feeds. 
This was the largest increase in the 
Wholesale Price Index since July. 
Farm products alone went up 2.8 per 
cent, due mostly to higher prices for fresh 
and dried vegetables, eggs, oil seeds, 
grains, raw cotton and wool.

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Midwifery making 
comeback in California 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) —The art of midwifery, outlawed 
in California since 1949, is making a comeback and m ay be 
on the verge of rebirth in the nation’s m ost populous state. 
A new, growing dem and for midwives has been generated 
by the desire of many couples for “natural” childbirths, the 
shortage of doctors —particularly in rural areas —and the 
wish of som e women’s liberationists to avoid male obstetri­ 
cians. 
Another factor is that midwives provide more individua­ 
lized care than most physicians and can spend m ore tim e 
with the m other before, during and after childbirth. 
‘‘Doctors are awfully busy with surgeries and other 
medical things and, if you spend a little more tim e with the 
mothers, it’s much better for them —they feel at ease,” 
said C harlotte Alarcon, a 62-year-old Los Angeles midwife 
who has delivered about 580 babies in her career. 
A full-tim e nurse and a grandm other, Mrs Alarcon is one 
of two midwives still alive and working who were perm it­ 
ted by the legislature to keep a m idwife’s license when the 
law was repealed 23 years ago. The other rem aining 
midwife is M arie De Alemany, 72, Los Angeles. All other 
mid wives practicing in 1949 have since died or gone out of 
business. 
Mrs. Alarcon said in an interview that it would be ‘ a 
wonderful idea’’ if the legislature would revive the old 
midwife licensing law. 
Just such a move is afoot and appears to have a good 
chance of success. 
Assemblyman Gordon W. Duffy, a Hanford Republican 
respected for his expertise in the nursing field, said he will 
introduce a bill in the 1973 session to widen the scope of the 
legal functions nurses may perform ,, including norm al 
childbirth. 
One Californian who would be particularly pleased if 
midwifery was legalized is Norman Casserly, the only m ale 
midwife in the state. 
The 45-year-old Lakeside (San Diego County) bachelor 
says he has “ officiated” at the birth of about 3,500 babies 
without any serious complications. He has never resorted 
to surgery, drugs or forceps. 
Twenty years ago he quit m edical school because he 
refused to speed childbirth by artificial m eans and has been 
“officiating” at child births ever since, under the watchful 
eye of the state Board of Medical Exam iners. 
But in M arch he was convicted on three counts of 
practicing medicine without a license and was placed on 
probation with the condition he would engage in no m ore 
midwifery. 
“ No doctor will do home deliveries nowadays,” he said 
“ But the demand is high. So with the individualistic-type 
patients, some doctors say, 'Well, I know of a midwife ...” ’ 
Some evidence exists of other form s of apparent illegal 
midwifery in California. 
“ We do know a certain amount of illegal m idwifery is 
being practiced in the hippie com m unes,” said Dr. George 
Cunningham, chief of the Bureau of M aternal and Child 
Health in the state Public Health D epartm ent. “ And we are 
aw are of the growing interest in home births.” 
Many states now perm it midwives to deliver a baby 
unaided but require that the midwife be a nurse with 
special training in the field. 
The num ber of licensed midwives nationwide has in­ 
creased from 400 a decade ago to about 1,200 today, and the 
demand for more m idwives is mushrooming, according to 
the International Confederation of Mid wives. 
“ The business of having a baby now in an ordinary 
hospital is an expensive and frequently impersonal exper­ 
ience,” Cunningham said. “ Many doctors are overworked 
and brusque in their approach. We see midwifery as a way 
to humanize childbirth. ’ 
A survey of the sta te ’s hospitals indicated that about 500 
midwives could be em ployed im m ediately if the ancient art 
were revived, Cunningham said. If midwifery is legalized 
it’s not likely that the “ granny m idw ife’’ of the frontier 
days will be called back to action. 
“ We’re avoiding the idea of a 
erannv midwife, ” 
Cunningham said. “ The grannies were self-taught and 
didn't seek the help of physicians. 
“ What w e’re talking about is a nurse-m idwiie, who would 
perform the deliveries in hospitals and be well-trained and 
know when to refer critical cases to full-fledged doctors,” 
he said 
“ We don’t encourage home births,” Cunningham added. 
“ It is really a kind of cop-out. Medical risks are not always 
that predictable in delivery.” 
Dr Edw ard Quilligan, chief of the obstetrics ward at the 
Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center where about 
10,000 babies are born each year, said about 75 per cent of 
all births are uncom plicated and could easily be handled by 
nursemidwives 
Quilligan, 
who is among the 
growing num ber of 
physicians who want to begin using nurse-midwives for all 
normal deliveries, said the quality of care would be 
enhanced for pregnant women because obstetricians could 
concentrate on the truly troublesom e cases. 
As midwife Casserly put it, childbirth isn’t a disease or 
an illness and shouldn’t require the presence of a doctor. 
At least one of his patients, Sandy Harmon, 19, had 
glowing praise for the m idwife’s work: 
“ It was an exciting and fulfilling experience, because I 
was relaxed in mind and body. My husband and friends 
were by my side, sharing the ecstasy. 
“Since I’m small, two obstetricians recom m ended a 
caesarian Yet, with N orm an’s help, I had a nine-pound 
baby without tears and no episiotomy (surgical incision). I 
had no herorrhaging. Next morning, baby and I were 
sunbathing outdoors, and I was back to my housework.”

Conqs fuse years, gear 


in fourth mat title bid

Cabrillo grapplers have hit the mats again, something 
the Northern League hasn’t taken lightly in the three 
successive seasons that the Conqs have emerged as 
league champions, tying only with Lompoc in 1971. 
It’s not a coffee break league this year, but if Nick the 
Greek had some local money to lay down, few in league 
circles would think him a complete idiot for backing a 
fourth straight year of the Hill mat dynasty. 
Head Mat Coach Dave Long looks at at least 25 
combined years of wrestling experience in his starting 
string, five returning lettermen and some quite 
respectable jv talent. And, though the experience is thin 
at three or four of the 13 weight slots and military 
transfers always threaten at Cabrillo, Long’s boys have 
the idea they can win. It’s history. 
One Hill headliner has to be 106 pound junior Benje 
Williams, whose credentials for this Northern League 
season resemble Bobby Fischer’s credentials for a tic- 
tac-toe tournament. 
After carrying the league 98 banner into CIF last year, 
Williams grappled in well over 100 summer YMCA 
matches with the best in the West and beat lots of them, 
emerging with options to wrestle off for both the Junior 
and Senior national Olympic teams and a national Greco- 
Roman championship.

No matter how energetically they 
deny it, 
many college football 
coaches, 
particularly 
the 
more 
successful ones, periodically mull 
over the thought of what it would be 
like moving up to the pros if the 
opportunity ever arose 
John 
McKay 
of 
Southern 
California is no exception. 


His unbeaten Trojans are the 
nation’s No. 1 team. They have a 
Rose Bowl date with Ohio State on 
New Year’s Day, and when McKay 
stopped over here Wednesday in 
behalf of the Tournament of Roses 
Association someone asked him 
whether he ever thinks of leaving 
Southern Cal for the pros. 
* Yes, rve thought about it and I’d 
go if the occasion was right,” said 
McKay, who has turned down the 
Los Angeles Rams three different 
times, “but truthfully it’s a little 
tougher profession because you have 
one owner who can get angry and 
fire you, whereas with the alumni, 
it s hard for them to agree on 
anything I think the job is a little 
more stable in college than it is in 
professional football.” 


Winners of 11 straight ball games, 
this is McKay’s third national 


championship club and the sixth 
team he s bringing into the Rose 
Bowl. 
Despite the gray hair and his 49 
years, McKay thinks young and 
generally coaches his players low 
key. 
‘‘What I would hope is that they 
know I think quite highly of them as 
people,” he says. 
“We do not ever plead to their 
emotions. We re not really a very 
emotional team. All we try to tell 
the youngsters is ‘respect your 
teammate. You don’t have to love 
him, just respect him. Also respect 
your coaching staff.’ The coaches, in 
turn, should earn that respect by 
treating the youngsters as people, 
not as cattle.” 


One of McKay’s players on the 
Southern Cal squad is his own son, 
John, whom everyone calls J.K His 


papa doesn’t baby him at all. Before 
young McKay was even named to 
the squad, the older McKay received 
a great deal of advice. 
‘ From 
everybody,” 
he 
says. 
“ Several of my coaching friends 
said You shouldn’t coach your own 
son, but I felt this way: I had raised 
him until he was 18; we had always 
gotten along fine, and I could see no 
real problem 
The only possible problem I 
thought might come up was that he 
would have to prove to the other 
players on the team he was good 
enough to play, as any other 
youngster has to prove. ” 
J.K. McKay, a wide receiver, has 
proved that by now. 
"He has never dropped the ball all 
year for us,” says his father, 
without gushing about it. “ He gets 
open anytime we wanna throw to 
him.

The decline and fall 
of the Baltimore Colts

SAN FRANCISCO—(NEA) 
—Bill Curry knows in his 
own mind he won’t be back 
with the Baltimore Colts next 
year. Already he has been 
mentally canvassing the oth­ 
er 25 teams in the National 
Football League to deter­ 
mine which can use a good 
center. 
‘ He’s the best in football,” 
says Red Miller, who han­ 
dles the offensive line for the 
Colts. 


Curry smiles and says 
thanks but knows he’s gone. 
He had the temerity to state 
publicly that the Colts’ man­ 
agement committed a ‘‘gross 
miscarriage of justice” when 
it abruptly fired Don Mc- 
Cafferty as head coach after 
the fifth game this season. 


Curry and his teammates 
are traumatized by what has 
happened to the Colts this 
season. They lost seven of 
their first nine games. 


“The worst part of it,” 
says Bill, “is that peoples’ 
lives are being ruined.” 


That sounds melodramatic. 
But McCafferty, 
a 
gentle 
man whom the players liked, 
is gone. Johnny Unitas, 39 
and the guts of the team for 
15 y e a r s , w as abruptly 
benched and watches grimly 
from the sidelines. When he 


got in for his first play in 
tour 
games, 
against 
the 
49ers, he symbolically grov­ 
eled on the ground after he 
was caught for a big loss and 
lost the football. Norm Bu* 
laich, injury-prone but the 
team’s g r e a t e s t running 
threat, is probably gone. 


Professional 
football 
in­ 
volves careers as well as 
games. 


“A 
man 
has 
entrepre­ 
neurial rights,” says Bob 
Vogel deliberately. “But per­ 
sonally I think he’s wrong. 
Joe 
Thomas 
is 
going to 
wreck the Colts.” 


The transition from the 
paternal patronage of Car­ 
roll 
R o s e n b l o o m , 
who 
swapped the Colts for the 
Los Angeles Rams, to the 
impersonal 
ownership 
of 
Robert 
Irsay, 
manifested 
through his tough new gen­ 
eral manager, Joe Thomas, 
has produced a sullen im­ 
print on team attitude. 


Vogel has played offensive 
left tackle since 1963 and 
been 
an 
all-pro 
several 
times. He’s a successful busi­ 
nessman outside of football. 
He’s dismayed by what he’s 
seen in it. Writers are re­ 
luctant to quote his stronger 
statements because Bob is a 
responsible, thoughtful man 
ana you wouldn’t want to 
damage his career. 


But he, too, will retire aft­ 
er this season, although he 
is only 31. 


“Thomas,” he says, “has 
never before had this kind 
of responsibility in dealing 
with people. He doesn’t have 
the experience.

about reached the end of my 
appeals rope I’m even less 
optimistic. 
“ I sincerely feel that I 
may be in jail for a year or 
more. I’m resigned to it. 
I'm certainly not happy 
about it. But there is no way 
out. 
“ I 
have absolutely no 
bitterness 
toward 
Judge 
Older in his decision that I 
am guilty of contempt of 
court. I am sure he feels he 
is doing what he thinks he 
has to do. I am doing what I 
have to do. 
“ I do have an abiding 
resentment—and 
it 
will 
never 
pass—for 
what 
I 
consider a slur when he said 
without grounds that I was 
attempting to be a martyr 
and wanted to go to jail for 
publicity. 
“ I think Judge Older dis­ 
played extreme discourtesy. 
I think he is guilty of 
judicial 
arrogance 
and 
intemperance. I don’t think 
he 
has any excuse for 
questioning my motives. 
“ His purpose in giving me 
an indefinite sentence is to 
coerce me into revealing 
my sources. He should know 
I am never going to answer 
his questions. So his stand 
that 
he 
is 
not 
really 
punishing me but serving 
the ends of justice rings a 
little hollow. 
“ He has given me what 
amounts to a life sentence. 
The 
worst thing is not 
knowing there is an end to 
imprisonment. 
“ What I am worried about 
is that m a few weeks this

forgotten and about 18 years 
from now I will stumble out 
into the sunshine.”

The case of Charles H. 
Older, 55, judge of the Los 
Angeles 
County 
Superior 
Court, vs. William F. Farr, 
37, has pretty much come 
down to a battle of wills 
between 
two 
men 
even 
though the overriding legal 
principle is freedom of the 
press vs. the authority of the 
courts to insure fair trial. 
Farr is into his second 
week in Central Men’s Jail 
on a charge of contempt of 
court 
for 
refusing 
to 
disclose the sources of a 
story he wrote about the 
Charles Manson trial. He 
has been given an open end 
sentence, meaning he can 
stay 
there 
until 
Older’s 
term on the bench ends or 
until 
he 
answers 
the 
questions. I talked to him 
Monday seated at a table in 
one of the rooms set aside 
for prisoners to talk to their 
lawyers. 
Farr, in what he concedes 
was a tactical mistake, re­ 


vealed 
that 
two of the 
attorneys 
in 
the 
case 
furnished the information. 
Older has taken the position 
that those two lawyers must 
be exposed if the courts are 
to maintain their authority. 
The information violated a 
court 
o rd er 
a g a in st 
perjudicial publicity. 
Older, understandably, is 
not discussing the case with 
newsmen. 
He is relatively new on 
the bench, appointed by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan in 1968. 
He comes up for election in 
1974. 
Known as a “ hard nosed, 
no nonsense” judge, Older 
experienced 
continued 
provocation 
during 
the 
Sharon Tate murder trial. 
Charles Manson and the 
three 
women 
defendants 
taunted the judge. Attorney 
Irving Kanarek extended his 
patience to the limits in his 
proscrastination and delay. 
Farr is also a native of 
California, born in San Jose. 
He went to high school in 
Palo Alto and spent only a 
semester at San Jose State 
before he had to quit to help 
support his family. Then he 
spent two years in the 
Marine Corps, most of the 
time as a public information 
officer 
at 
El Toro Air 
Station. 
After discharge he went to 
work for the Santa Ana, 
Calif., Register where he 
won prizes for investigative 
reporting. He spent a year 
as 
a 
private 
detective, 
worked for the Los Angeles 
Herald 
Exam iner, 
the 
county district attorney’s 
office and finally for the Los 
Angeles Times. 
He is divorced, has an 11- 
year-old 
son 
and 
was 
planning to remarry shortly 
before he was jailed. He has 
spent about $5,000 of his 
savings for legal expenses, 
part of which has been 
allayed by fund raising. The 
Times 
is continuing 
his 
salary, 
“ The editor said they 
would pay me for up to 50 
years and then reappraise 
the matter,” Farr said. 
Asked whether he was 
thinking of writing a book, 
Farr said he thought jail life 
was 
so

couldn't fill up more than a 
page or two. 
“ The worst thing is the 
complete emptiness,”

said. “ I have an 8 by 12 
room with no windows or 
bars and can’t speak to 
anyone.

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Newcastle Disease not particular about birds 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Flocks 
of 
canaries 
and 
coots, 
parrots 
and 
parakeets, mynah birds and 
a remarkable roller-skating 
cockatoo —what do they 
have in common with an 
industry of white leghorn 
chickens bred to lay eggs all 
day? 
Each is linked together by 
Newcastle 
Disease, 
a 
powerful, poultry and bird- 
killing virus made famous in 
California after a summer 
of headlines. 
Eight Southern California 
counties were quarantined 
from the rest of the nation 
and only now, after seven 
months, are hen shipments 
being permitted past state 
borders. 
About one-fourth of the 
state’s egg-laying flocks, or 
more than eight million 
young 
pullets 
—plus 
thousands 
of 
bright- 
feathered 
pets 
—were 
destroyed since last spring 
in a systematic campaign to 
halt the virus’ spread. 
Thousands of pet shop 
birds were destroyed, and 
an Arizona man driving 
through California had to 
hand 
his 
roller-skating 
cockatoo over to highway 
inspectors to be gassed 
because he’d driven through 
a quarantined area. 
The owner later got a 
government 
reimbursement check for 
$2.500 when the cockatoo’s 
value was learned 
Whether their destruction 
by 
state 
and 
federal 
agriculture 
experts 
was 
fully warranted remains one 
of the hottest agribusiness 
questions in recent decades. 
Hou sewives 
and 
commodities 
experts 
watched the supermarket 
price of eggs soar by late 
summer —like no other 
time in 20 years. As the hen 
population 
fell, 
prices 
climbed. 
Such 
Southern 
poultry 
states 
as 
Arkansas and 
Mississippi 
filled 
the 
demand 
here, 
causing 
critics to speculate that 
California’s giant hen flocks 
might have been sacrificed 
in 
some 
f ie r c e ly 
competitive price war. 
Egg 
ranchers 
also 
charged that perhaps the 
“depopulation’’ 
campaign 
has 
been 
politically 
motivated, or even linked to 
a federal ploy to boost 
slumping egg prices. 
Fullerton 
Assemblyman 
John 
Briggs 
has 
been 
especially critical of the 
government’s 
role 
in 
Newcastle 
control, 
and 
denounced the indemnity 
program to ranchers. 
“Poultry people are losing 
their national market and 
their state market,” said 
the 
Orange 
County 
legislator recently. “1 do 
not want to see a $500 
million industry destroyed 
to 
protect 
Georgia 
and 
Arkansas ” 
The virus, a long-time 
enemy of poultry flocks, 
gathered 
new 
strength, 
infecting a concentration of 
flocks in San Bernardino 
County this year, and a 
state-federal 
task 
force 
decided to halt the virus 
before it spilled beyond 
California’s borders. 
Federal officials warned 
that 
if 
the 
dreaded 
respiratory virus gripped 
the nation’s poultry industry 
the epidemic might cost 
$800 million to eradicate. 
When vaccines failed to 
dent 
the 
epidemic 
in 
January, 
a 
tentative 
decision was made to kill off 
infected hens and isolate the 
disease. Newcastle was an 
old enemy but the latest 
serums were shrugged off 
by the virus’ new “hot 
strain.” 
The Southern California 
Poultry Association, among 
others, charged in later 
months, 
that 
the 
state- 
federal 
task 
force 
overstayed its visit, killing 
hens when the threat was 
over. 
“Officials 
justify 
their 
program, saying it will wipe 
out a disease,” said Colton 
attorney Stephen Edwards, 
a 
spokesman

ranchers. “Unless they are 
restrained, it will be the 
poultry 
industry 
in 
California that will be wiped 
out ” 
In 
re ce n t 
months 
Edwards 
has 
bitterly 


co m plained 
of

Two issues in the anti- 
Newcastle program raised 
howls 
of 
protest 
from 
ranchers: The amount of 
money they got per chicken 
(about 
$1.60) 
and 
the 
“sentinel bird” project. 


Seven months after the 
quarantine, 
Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz agreed 
to reimburse ranchers for 
their hens based on the 
b ir d s ’ 
e s t i m a t e d 
productivity. 
Ranchers 


considered this a major 
concession. 
The “sentinel” program 
remained, however. 
Sentinel hens, raised in 
New England in a disease- 
free 
environment, 
were 


shipped 
to 
Southern 
California to wander freely 
among the flocks and test 
for the virus’ presence. If 
the sentinel birds died, the 
government reasoned that 
the rancher’s entire flock 


had 
been 
ex p os ed , 
regardless of immunization. 
Chicken farmer Benson 
Ingram 
of Yucaipa lost 
15,000 hens after a sentinel 
bird got the virus at a 
neighbor’s 
ranch 
and 
Ingram’s 
operation 
was 
placed under suspicion. 
“My birds weren’t sick, 
he protested. “Maybe they 
would 
have 
gotten 
sick 


later, 
but 
the 
(the 
Newcastle

never gave us the chance to 
find out. They just killed 
everything in the area.” 
California’s 
largest 
chicken 
rancher, 
Julius 
Goldeman, had to destroy 
his 3.5 million hens after 
sentinel birds at his Egg 
City ranch were also found 
infected.

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Kids seeing show 


too violent for adults 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) —“They cancelled my series 
because it was too violent for adults in prime time hours, 
now it’s on the tube re-running in the afternoon hours for 
little kids.” 
Robert Conrad speaking. He starred in what was perhaps 
television’s most gory, brutal show, “The Wild, Wild 
West.” 
Conrad is somewhat sardonic about the demise of the 
highly rated western that established him as a star He’s in 
another series now. “Assignment: Vienna,” which is a 
tame travelogue by comparison. 
“Violence never goes out of style,” said the muscular, 
handsome ex-milk man from Chicago. 
“Now and then the networks offer a sacrificial lamb to 
the Federal Communications Commission and to Sen. John 
Pastore who’s always yelling about television violence. 
“But nobody’s heard a peep from them since ‘Wild, Wild 
West’ became a kiddie show — without any deletions or 
cuts in the fights and killings.” 
Now in his fourth series, Conrad divines nothing am iss 
with violence in dramatic shows because it is fictional. 
Viewers, he assumes, have enough sense to know that it is 
make believe. 
“If Pastore and the FCC are upset about violence, I think 
they ought to examine the National Football League,” said 
the actor. 
“They put guys in the hospital for real. There’s more 
violence on one afternoon on the gridiron than you’ll see all 
season in westerns and detective stories. Only the actors 
don’t wind up mangled. 
“Better still, let them cancel out the news shows. 
Battlefield footage and shootouts between cops and 
criminals are for real.” 
Mayhem, Conrad says, is acceptable in a fictional script 
because, “On our shows at least the good guys win in the 
end. That’s more than you can say for some of the war and 
criminal and catastrophe stuff on the news.” 
Conrad returned to Hollywood after four months of 
filming his new series in Vienna where he put on 20 pounds 
eating Austrian pastries and sausages. 
“The new show has action and movement,” he said. “Car 
chases and a few fist fights, but not the old brutality of 
Wild, Wild West.’ 
“It’s absolutely necessary that we film our show in 
Europe. The viewers get a million dollars worth of trave­ 
logue even if they don’t like the story line. 
“Our show is shot on real locations, not the back lot at 
Universal and you can really tell the difference. 
“Some Americans don’t like to work abroad as long as I 
have. I loved it. In fact I'm packed and ready to return if 
the show is renewed. But I guess I won’t find out about that 
for a while ’’ 
Conrad appears to be confident about renewal. He’s 
taking a course in German so he can understand the natives 
better —and they him —in the event the series gets another 
chance.

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Captain X throws 
his book at 
our air safety 


LOS ANGELES— (NEA )— 
Stan Freberg used to talk 
about those “sweaty palms” 
people had as their airliner 
was about to take off. Well, 
sweaty palms may be only 
half the story, when the pul> 
lie latches onto a new book, 
“Safety Last.” 


It’s a nonfictional look at 
the quality of airline safety, 
as told by a working pilot. 
When he wrote the book, he 
called himself C a p t a i n X, 
and the picture of him on 
the dust j a c k e t had him 
w e a r i n g a m a s k, so he 
couldn’t be identified. 


But now he’s shucked the 
mask and stands revealed as 
Brian Power-Waters, a com­ 
mercial pilot for 18 years, 
now with Allegheny Airlines. 
He showed his damning book 
to Allegheny’s p r e s i d e n t , 
when it was in galley form. 


“He wasn’t too h a p p y 
about it,” P o w e r-W a t e r s 
says, “but he took no disci­ 
plinary action against me. 
I’m a bit concerned about 
what could happen, because 
I have four daughters under 
10 years old, and I have to 
fly to make a living.” 


His book points an accus­ 
ing finger at virtually every 
phase of commercial avia­ 
tion, and you get the impres­ 
sion that you’re g a m b l i n g 
with your life every time 
you take off. Power-Waters 
has bad things to say about 
the 
FAA, 
about 
airlines, 
about maintenance practices, 
about instrumentation—and, 
to be fair about it, even says 
t h e r e are some pilots who 
are not so hot. 
Understandably, many air­ 
lines are up in arms about 
the book, and one airline of­ 
ficial, C. R. (Red) Stubben, 
vice-president of flight for 
Continental, says, with blunt 
simplicity, “I think he goes 
off half-cocked in many di­ 
rections.” 
About the only point in 
Power-W a t e r s’ book with 
which Stubben a g r e e s is 


that the greatest potential 
source of disaster is mid-air 
collisions. 


“There were 35 mid air 
collisions in 
68,” P o w e r - 
Waters says. “We don’t read 
about most of them because 
they generally involve pri­ 
vate planes with only a cou­ 
ple of people killed. You 
don’t read about minor acci­ 
dents like that, a c c i d e n t s 
that h a p p e n in B a n g o r , 
Maine, when you’re in Los 
Angeles. 


“I’ve had to take evasive 
action to avoid mid-air colli­ 
sions 
perhaps 
every 
few 
months. Every pilot has the 
same story. 


“The f i r s t t h i n g that 
should be done is to lower 
the ceiling for protected air 
space from 18,000 feet to 
7,000 feet. That’s no man’s 
land, the area where private 
planes are not required to 
file flight plans.” 


Stubben agrees, in princi­ 
ple. 


“Mid-air c o llis io n s ,” he 
says, “are the g r e a t e s t 
source of danger— the ‘see- 
and-be-seen concept is obso­ 
lete.

“We in the airlines tend 
to forget that there’s any­ 
body else in the sky but us. 
There are others, and we 
airline people have to recog­ 
nize the fact that others are 
using air space, and are en­ 
titled to it. It’s like the high­ 
ways— the truckers w o u l d 
like it if there were only 
trucks on the road, but cars 
have a right to use the roads, 
too.” 


Where Power-Waters says 
that the job being done by 
most people connected with 
commercial aviation is slap­ 
dash, at best, Stubben dis­ 
agrees vehemently. 


“I think,” he says, “that 
pilots, airline people, traffic 
controllers and the rest are 
doing a good job. The safety 
record could be improved, 
of course, although it would 
be hard to improve on the 


’70 record, when there were 
only two fatalities.” 
One of P o w e r - W a t e r s ’ 
prime points is that some 
airlines put f i n i s h i n g a 
s c h e d u l e d run ahead of 
safety. He says they force pi­ 
lots to fly even though tne 
pilots feel some maintenance 
work should be done on the 
aircraft or that weather con­ 
ditions warrant a delay. He 
cites many chilling instances 
of this, case h i s t o r i e s of 
tragedy. 
S t u b b e n disagrees with 
this, too. 
“For airlines,” he says, “a 
safe operation is the most 
economical ope rati on. I’ve 
never known an airline 
to 
compromise on safety.” 
Power-Waters believes a 
great deal of improvement 
could be done now on in­ 
strumentation, on l a n d i n g 
s y s t e m s , on runways. He 
cites the recent disaster in 
Sacramento, when a private 
plane crashed into a crowded 
ice cream parlor at the end 
of a runway. 
“People were shocked at 
that,” he says, “but I know a 
dozen airports with obsta­ 
cles at the end of runways. I

think there should be a mile 
of cleared area at both ends 
of every runway, and the 
r u n w a y s should also be 
cleared on the sides, so that 
there is a cleared space a 
thousand feet wide.” 


Stubben feels that things 
are constantly being done 
in this area of instrumenta­ 
tion and equipment for safe 
landings. 
“They’re working on bet­ 
ter lighting,” he says. “For 
e x a m p l e , high-intensity. 
flashing 
white 
lights 
are 
now being installed on all 
Continental planes.” 
Both men are in agree­ 
ment, however, on the fact 
that they and their families 
t r a v e l on commercial air­ 
lines. 


“My family travels all the 
time,” Stubben says, “and 
I’m glad that they do—air 
travel is the safest way to 
travel ever devised, and the 
new 747 is the 
best and 
safest airplane ever built 
Airlines couldn’t stay in busi­ 
ness if we shirked our re­ 
s p o n s ib ilitie s — we've got 
moral responsibilities as well 
as economic ones.” 


Power-Waters and his wife,

Jail studies 


For the past 
several years, Santa 
Barbara County has wrestled with jail 
problems. Certainly the problem has been 
solved in the southern part of the County 
with the construction 
of the central 
detention facility, a modern, expensive 
jail located between Goleta and Santa 
Barbara. 
Now studies are underway to take care 
of northern Santa Barbara County and the 
studies are centering on the expansion of 
detention facilities near Santa Maria to 
serve all of this area. 
The city of Lompoc would certainly like 
to get out of the jail business but it is 
extremely difficult to accomplish when 
the city owns a relatively new jail facility. 
However, prisoners are the responsibility 
of the County, not the city, and the County 


now pays the city a healthy monthly fee for 
the use of the city facilities. 
We believe that the building of detention 
facilities near Santa 
Maria with the 
intention of closing the Lompoc jail 
facility would certainly not be in the 
public’s interest. It would impose a burden 
on lawyers and defendants of this area, 
agents 
and 
officials. 
The 
cost 
of 
transporting prisoners to and fro from 
Santa Maria would be prohibitive and 
would also tie up sworn officers in 
transportation 
duties 
and 
not 
law 
enforcement duties. 


We believe that the County, in their 
study of this situation, should consider the 
acquisition of the Lompoc jail facilities as 
being in the best public’s interest.

Jones 
was eager to see what, among the 
learned community of Princeton, 
had been the movement of opinion 
as regards Nixon between 1968 when 
faced with a liberal-moderate, and 
1972, when faced with a liberal- 
radical. 
To his dismay, he learned that the 
Princetonian did not plan to take a 
poll this year. So Jones called the 
president of the Whig-Clio Society, a

would agree to address the ballot to 
members of the faculty. Jones 
agreed to pick up the cost of printing 
and mailing the ballots, and the 
president of Whig-Clio went along 
The ballots went out to 500 members 
of the faculty.

It is perhaps on account of this 
embarrassment that rumbles began 
to be heard from the faculty, and 
before long it transpired that the 
poll had not in fact been initiated by 
Whig-Clio, but instead by young

magazine. The council of Whig-Clio 
thundered against the deception as 
did members of the faculty. Jones 
replied that he had no apologies to 
make, that he simply assumed that 
any political poll sponsored by an 
ideologically

would elicit more accurate replies 
“You wouldn’t expect the Young 
Republicans or the SDS to be ideal 
sponsors of such a poll,“ he said. 


One professor of politics, Edward 
R. Tufte, said that the poll’s results 
couldn’t be trusted because among 
other things, you couldn’t trust the 
response rate. But in fact over 40 
percent of the faculty replied to the 
poll. By the strictest standards, that

magazine 
pollsters 
published, 
shortly before election day, detailed 
breakdowns based on polls of old 
men, old women, young men, young

engineers, doctors, Negroes, Jews,

vegetarians: 
Why 
shouldn’t 
the 
faculty 
of 
Princeton 
University 
divulge their views on their political 
preferences? No one contests that 
answering Whip-Clio post cards was 
obligatory, and nobody can cogently 
maintain that it was a substantive 
deception for Jones to desire the 
same information routinely elicted 
only four years ago by the college 
newspaper. 
It is curious how so many of those 
who are constantly talking about the 
free flow of information should 
recoil from contributing to that free 
flow.

If there isn’t a baby at 
your house, arrange to get 
the jars from a family with 
one. 
For Mothers, Brides, 
Aunts and Grandmothers: 
Make a spice set; a trio to 
hold buttons and sewing 
paraphernalia; matched 
jars to hold artist’s sup­ 
plies, or a refrigerator set * 
for garlic, lemon wedges, 
parsley sprigs or herb but­ 
ter. Decorate the lids and 
label the contents. 
For the Family: There 
always seem to be collec­ 
tions of little things need­ 
ing storage space. And al­ 
most anyone would wel­ 
come holders for stationery 
items (paper clips, rubber

To separate an egg yolk 
from the white, shake the 
uncracked egg so that the 
yolk flips down toward the 
rounded end.

The most efficient way to 
get lemon essence in your 
cafe espresso is to hold peel 
between thumb and fore­ 
finger, rough side down to­ 
ward the liquid.

CARE OF GIFT PLANTS AND GARDEN GREENS 


Good Greens 
Most florists stock a va­ 
riety of greens, too. Fairly 
plentiful and reasonable at 
this season are sprays of 
various kinds of holly, rho­ 
dodendron. laurel, maho- 
nia, 
bayberry, leucothoe, 
Magnolia grandiflora, 
heather and huckleberry 
(which is actually a variety 
of gaylussacia shipped from 
Oregon). Greens such as 
these are indispensable in 
flower arrangements. With 
many of them, a spray or 
two constitutes an arrange­ 
ment in itself. 
Gladiolus are one of the 
best all-round cut flowers. 
They may be depended on 
to last almost as long as 
some types of chrysanthe­ 
mums. With daily trimming 
of stems, gladiolus will re­ 
main in good shape for a 
week or 10 days Even the 


last florets at the tips of the 
spikes can be decoratively 
arranged in shallow con­ 
tainers with sprigs of soft 
greenery. 
Sweet peas, violets, frees- 
las and lily of the valley are 
not long lasting but they 
have much charm and their 
exquisite fragrance endears 
them to everyone. 
For an appealing center­ 
piece in midwinter, sweet 
peas are most pleasing, es­ 
pecially if they can be ob­ 
tained fresh-cut at a near­ 
by greenhouse. Gerberas 
should also be considered. 
They resemble huge daisies 
of different colors, are easy 
to arrange and are always 
gay looking. A few gardenia 
or camellia blooms floating 
in a shallow bowl are al­ 
ways a delight. 
Give Them Air 
Cut flowers keep best in a 


well-ventilated room, with 
the temperature around 68. 
They should not be expected 
to last long when the room 
temperature is in the 80 s. 
Increasing the humidity by 
occasionally spraying the 
air with a misting device 
will be helpful, too. 
Cut flowers and greens 
should be removed from the 
florists box immediately 
on arrival. Cut an inch off 
the stems and plunge them 
into water without delay

When ordering a flower 
arrangement from a florist 
in winter, it is best to be 
flexible in the choice of 
flowers.

Spiced Eggnog Wins Rave Comments; 
Here's a H istory of Traditional Drink 


Egg n°g at Christmas is 
as traditional in American 
homes as pumpkin pie at 
Thanksgiving. But unlike 
Thanksgiving fare, egg nog 
has English ancestors. 
In case you’ve ever won­ 
dered where the "nog” in 
egg nog comes from, it’s a 
shortened version of the 
word "noggin." Used in 
England for centuries, a 
noggin was a small drinking 
vessel in which posset, a 
milk and egg beverage, was 
served. 
Along with changing in­ 
gredients and techniques of 
preparation, the beverage 
has had many names. It has 
been egg-pop. custard pos­ 
set, syllabub, milk punch, 
egg-and-milk, flip, one- 
yard-of-flannel, and auld 
man’s milk. 
There were no hard and 
fast rules for mixing it over 
the years. Sometimes the 
punch was made with eggs; 
sometimes only egg whites 


were used, and sometimes 
no egg at all. 
The Americanization of 
egg nog has seen the firm 
addition of milk and eggs to 
the recipe, and alcoholic 
beverages have been sub­ 
stituted for ale in the orig­ 
inal posset. 
But with typical resource­ 
fulness, Americans have 
created many variations on 
the egg nog theme. One 
very good version substi­ 
tutes Constant Comment 
Hot Tea and Toddy Mix for 
the spices in the old time 
posset. 
The orange and spice 
flavored tea mix imparts 


a subtle flavor and gives a 
golden color to the creamy 
rich drink. A sprinkling of 
Hot Tea and Toddy Mix on 
top adds a dash of color to 
the heavy cream.

1/4 teaspoon salt 
1/4 cup Hot Tea and Toddy 
Mix 
1 cup light rum, optional 
1 cup heavy cream, 
whipped 
Additional Hot Tea and 
Toddy Mix 
Scald milk in large sauce­ 
pan. Beat together egg 
yolks, sugar and salt in 
large bowl; gradually stir 
in scalded milk. Return 
mixture to saucepan and 
cook over low heat. Stir 
constantly until mixture is 
thick enough to coat a metal 
spoon. Blend in xk cup tea 
and toddy mix. Chill. Add 
rum. Beat egg whites until 
soft peaks form; fold beat­ 
en egg whites and half the 
whipped cream into egg nog 
mixture. Pour into chilled 
punch bowl. Top with spoon­ 
fuls of remaining whipped 
cream. Sprinkle with hot 
tea and toddy mix. 


Spiced Tea Nectar 
(Makes about 1 quart) 
2 cups water 
3 tea bags 
1 can (18 ounces > apricot 
nectar 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
2 tablespoons sugar 
Bring water to boil in 
saucepan. Add tea bags and 
steep 5 minutes. Remove 
tea bags. Add nectar, lemon 
juice and sugar to tea. Heat 
to serving temperature. 
Constant Comment tea bags 
are recommended, for dis­ 
tinctive spicy orange flavor.

Maybe you’re a wizard with 
scissors, a beanbag artist, 
a tin can genius, a master 
of stitchery witchery. It’s 
well worth finding out, for 
the financial investment in 
custom-made gifts is so tiny 
that your savings stretch 
and stretch.

wire. And here’s the recipe 
for play clay: 


2 cups baking soda (one 
1-pound package) 
1 cup corn starch 
IV4 cups cold water 
Whisk together the baking 
soda and corn starch in a 
saucepan. Mix in the water 
and bring to boil over medi­ 
um heat stirring constantly. 
Cook a minute longer or 
until mixture resembles 
moist mashed potatoes. Re­ 
move immediately from 
the heat (over-cooking 
makes clay crumbly) and 
turn out onto plate. Cover 
with a damp cloth and when 
cool enough to handle, 
knead a little. Store all but 
the clay you’re about to use 
in closed plastic bag. 
Now roll out clay on wax 
paper to V4-inch thickness. 
Stamp out animals with 
cookie cutters. If you prefer 
your own designs make cut­ 
out cardboard patterns. 
Make cardboard pattern for 
Noah. Add hanging attach­ 
ments by pressing snipped 
off out end of paper clip into 
top edge of each character. 
Now with toothpick, or tip 
of sharp knife, press identi-
